Justice Winslow then reviewed the 
reforms that had since been secured 
the developl'ent of the properly laws 
ol' Wisconsin as affecting the rights 
of women. After discussing the con- 
stitutional provisions of the first law 
to be enacted or. the property rights 
of women, which was approved 
by 
Governor Farwell, February 1, 1850. 
This statute provided that the real 
estate and the income therefrom of 
any woman already married should be 
her sole and separate property and 
should not be subject to the disposal 
of her husband, that the property she 
owned before marriage she might re- 
tain, and that gitts of property to her 
she could hold and will away and it 
shall not be liable for her husband's 
disposal or his debts. 
"This act seemed radical in those 
days," said Justice Winslow. 
"When 
it came before the supreme court for 
construction in 1853 Justice Crawford 
said of it that it 'certainly goes far i 
towards clothing one class of females 
with strange and manly 
attributes, 
yet it is a meritorious statute, de- 
signed to remedy a supposed evil of 
the common law, and therefore 
it 
ought to be liberally construed. The 
good judge's cautious reference 
to 
the "supposed evil" of the common 
law which the act was designed to 
remedy is quite delicious. 
Married Women's Rights. 
"It will be noticed that this act 


authorizes a married woman to re- 
ceive property from any person other 
than her husband, and the claim was 
at once made that she was still in- 
capacitated 
from dealing with her 
husband or receiving the title to prop- 
erty from him, even in payment of a 
debt which he might owe her. This 
idea was however, rejected by the 
supreme court in an early case. This 
liberal 
construction of the statute 
placed married women, so far a§ their 
serjarate~~prrjpeTtyTind its management 
was concerned, on 
entire 
eqanlity 


with men even at this early day in 
the history of the state." 
Judge Winslow then traced the in- 
terpretation made by the Wisconsin 
supreme court of this statute during 
the early history of the state, show- 
ing how the rights of women were 
given 
much 
greater 
consideration. 
He then discussed at some length a 
law passed in 1S">S> which struck out

hundred participants will make the 
ten-day journey all the way from 
Philadelphia to Cambridge, and that 
over local stretches the party will be 
augmented to several hundred.

other memorial to Washington.

The flrst skir- 
mishes at Lexington and Concord in 
April, had been- answered throughout 
New England by the despatch of 
large volunteer forces to Cambridge. 
A motly-garbed and poorly-equipped 
but enthusiastic and patriotic army 
of 20,00 men had assembled for the 
siege of Boston.

COOL WEATHER AIDS 


TOBACCO PLANTING

Work Soon. 


The return of cooler weather has 


been a great help to the growers who 
are in the midst of the transplanting 
of another tobacco crop, says Edger- 
ton Reporter. 
Lower temperature is 


not only more agreeable to the work- 
ers but has 
prevented 
hardly any 


wilting after the plants are set in the 
fields, and helped to bring about an 
early rooting of the plants, so there 
has been scarcely any resetting to he 
done except where the cut worms are 
getting busy. 
The worms, however, 


prove more troublesome in the cooler 
weather. 
The great bulk of the crop 


will he safely pitched in the fields by 
the close oE the present week, -which 
is about two weeks in advance of the 
usual date in this state. The growers 
are especially fortunate because there 
is scarcely any shortage of plants iu 
any section, while in most localities 
the complaint is that the plants have 
reached the setting stage earlier than 
desired. 
There is some work of packing and 


rehandling

on at the ware- 


houses and arrangements are being 
made to start

at one of the 


stemming plants in this market the 
coming week. 
There is nothing new regarding the 


market of cured leaf. 
The shipments out of storage do

First Baseball Game Was Played 


Sixty Eight Years Ago Today. 


Sixty-eight years 
ago 
today 
the 
first matcli 
game 
of baseball was 
played. 
The game \vas between the 
Knickerbocker and iVew York Base- 
ball clubs in the Elysian Fields at, 
Hoboken, N. .T. 
The 
players 
were 
members of the leading New York 
1'amilies,' and engaged in the sport as 
a pastime. A bevy of town belles in 
the group ot spectators made the oc- 
casion seern 
like 
a social function. 
The field was marked off into the 
baseball 
diamond so familiar today. 
None- of the 
players 
wore 
gloves, 
masks, 
or protectors. 
It was 
the 
custom for the batter to say where 
he wanted the ball thrown. TJie pitch- 
er, or "giver" as he was then called, 
delivered it with an underhand toss, 
according to the rules of the game. 
It was thought that the pitcher had 
an unfair advantage over the batter 
when he threw 
the ball overhand, 
hence the rule. The catcher stood at 
a. safe 
distance behind the batter, 
ready to catch the ball on the bound. 
The rules dictated that if he raupli' 
the third strike on, tlie first bound 
the batter was out; otherwise he must, 
throw to first base to put him out., 
Likewise, the 
fielders, 
or "scouts,"' 


were permitted to catch hits on the 
first bound. 
Three outs retired the 
side. 
The team that first scored 21 
inns, OT "aces," 
regardless of the 


number of Innings played, was 
ac- 
counted the winner. After the game, 
the players resorted 
to one of the 
famous traveras of the dav where the 
victors had a dinner at \ie expense 
of the vanquished. 


Today baseball holds the nation in 
its grip. Presidents, statesmen, mil- 
lionaires, ami bankers forsake their 
desks to attend the games. Over 30,- 
000,000 fans pay more than $10,000,- 
000 every season 10 watch the D,000 
professional ball players making 
up 
the 60 major ana minor leagues in 
the United 
States. 
These athletes 
combined earn salaries amounting to 
more than $6,000,000 a season—some 
Btar players are said to receive more 
than $16,000 
for six months' work. 
The 
outcome of games 
is awaited 


throughout the country with deeper 
interest than many of the grave prob- 
lems that confront the government. 
There is hardly a school, a univer- 
sity or a, social club in the country 
that is not represented at least once 
on the baseball diamond during the 
year. There are many baseball nines 
made up of girls and women who can 
play nearly as well as their brother- 
players in many minor leagues. Base- 
ball is not. only the national game 
today; it is rapidly becoming interna- 
tional. 
Wherever the United States 
flag flies, in the Philippines, Hawaii, 


Porto Rico, or Alaska, there are rabid 
baseball fans and professional play- 
ers. In the shade of Japan's famous 
cherry trees, 
native university stu- 
dents are "lining Jem out." Co-Inci- 
dent with the adoption ot the prin- 
ciples of a republic,'the Chinese also 
adopted the American game of base- 
bail. And now cornea the newn that 
the French Athletic Association, has 
decided to adopt 
baseball as a na- 
tional sport. 
In fact, the sun never 
sets on baseball's kingdom.
